CAPITAL AND INTEREST. 

Mr. John A. Schaff, a workingman, in a recent 
communication to this paper, argued against the 
nghtfulness of interest (or rather of perpetual 
interest) on capital, on the ground that the rent 
paid for the use of houses céases with the inevit- 
able decay of houses, and thus becomes extinct 
at the end of, perhaps, fifty years on the aver- 
age. Why should rent be paid for the use of 
money in perpe*uo, while that paid for the use of 
houses is terminable at some time—whether at 
the expiration of 50 years or 500 makes no dif- 


— 

The St. Louis newspapers are a bilious as- 
gortment of periodical literature, from whatever 
point of view regarded. The orly branch of 
journalism they cultivate with success is deep- 
mouthed and long-tongued baying at Chicago. 
The Democrat has an article with à startling ar- 
ray of headlines, ‘viz.: ‘“* Mortgaged Chicago — 
„Five Hundred Miilions of Dollars in Debt "— 
„% An Interesting Story of the Decline of a Great 
Municipality.” This article mentions,among other 
causes contributing to the decadence of the great 
municipality, tliat the Illinois Railroad law is 
driving the trade of the northern counties of 
Illinois to the baby market of Milwaukee.” | 
Tnis suggests a comparison, not between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, but between Milwaukee and 
St. Louis, which is very much to the disadvan- 
tage of the latter city. viz.: 

COMPARATIVE RECEIPTS OF GRAIN FoR 1873, 


The answer to Mr. Sehaff's objection is, that it 
is not true that the rent paid for the use of a 
house, a ship, a railway-car, or any other form 
of perishable capital, ever ceases. An accident 
may happen whereby the house may be burned, 
the ship lost, or the railway-car emasbed, with- 
out insurance, and the rent thereupon cease. It 
may happen, also, that by reason of changes in 
the movement of population, or the means of 
locomotion, the house, ship, or car may become 
valueless—nobody wanting to use them—in which 
case also the rental value will che as summari- 
ly as though they had been destroyed by fire. 
In like manner a loan of money may be lost by 
the failure or dishonesty of the borrower, and 
thus the interest be brought to a like termina- 
tion. These accidental elements being eliminat- 
ed, there is no difference whatever between 
the house, and a sum of money equal in value 
to the house, as to the perpetuity of the rent or 
interest derivable therefrom. 

The rent paid fora house consists in part of 

ground rent and in part of interest for the use 
of the capital invested m the labor and materials 
employed in constructing it. It is only the lat- 
ter portion that we ueed to consider, since it is 
the only part liable to decay. To say that the 
owners of capital invest it in house-building 
with the expectation and knowledge that at the 
end of fifty years, or any other period, it will 
disappear entirely, while other forms of invest- 
meat exist which are not subject to such disin- 
tegration, is to impute to them s miscon- 
ception’ of their own interests which they 
have never been publicly chargéd with. The 
price they fix upon their houses is always suffi- 
gent to pay (1) ground-rent, (Y taxes, (3) in- 
surance, (4) interest on building capital, (5) wear 
and tear. The last-mentioned item is intended 
to include, and does include, enough to replace 
the house when it wears out. Since houses are 
very durable as compared with most other kinds of 
property, a very small sum each year, compound- 
ed, is ‘sufficient toveplace the capital. Houses 
can be agen in the New England States in very 
good preservation which have been occupied con- 
tinuously more than 200 years, while in Europe 
many tenements can be found that were erected 
in the middle ages. Butif we take fifty years 
asthe average duration of capital invested in 
houses, one-half of 1 per cent compounded will 
suffice to keep the original capital intact, and 
enable the owner to erect a new house when the 
old one falls down. | ö 
It ahould be borne in mind that the rate of in- 
terest charged for the use of capital depends 
largely upon the character of the security. 
greater the risk the higher the 
rate of interest, and vice versa. Houses 
® very high 
security, and are preferred by many investors 
to Government bonds. Consequently the rate 
of interest (or rent) is low relatively to most 
other investments, and thus it may bappen that 
the minute portion of the rent charged for wear 
and tear is not observed. It nevertheless exists, 
and if the owner of the hquse fails to get it he 
comes that much short of his calculations. If 
house-owners as a rule should fail to obtain this 
portion of their rent, house-building would cease 
until the demand for houses should bring up 
the rent to the figure necessary for the ultimate 
replacement of capital. 
It may be said that this is a fine-spun theory, 
and does not hold good in practice,—that not- 
withstanding the owner of capital is at liberty to 
invest in Government bonds and keep his capi- 
tal intact, be ig still so blind to his own inter- 
ests that he will put it info house-building, with 
the certainty that he will lose 2 per cent of the 
principal every year. If the occupants of hired 
houses in Chicago were polled on this question, 
we venture to say that 99 in every 100 
of them would be of opinion that the landlord 
was in no danger of losing his capital at the end 
of fifty years, or any other assignable period short 
of the day of judgment. 


MUNICIPAL DEBTS. 
The subject of municipal debts is attracting 
attention all over the country. Never before 
was there such a general borrowing by city gov- 
ernments to meet current expenses and the pay- 
ments of interest on pre-existing debt. This 
dangerous proceeding is due in every instance 
to the same general cause, the reckless appro- 
priation of money by the Common Council, and 
the failure to levy taxes to produce revenue 
enough to meet the expenditure. The men who 
vote away the money have not the eourage to 
levy the tax requisite to raise it, and the reault 
is an annual deficiency. Wherever the carpora- 
tion has power to fund its floating debt or issue 
new bonds, this deficiency is covered up; but | 
where the ¢ity has reached the legal limit of 
debt, these deficiencies take the shape cf 2 
floating debt which is constantly sccumulsting. 
Even the staid and sober City of Providence, 
Abode Island, has a dose of this medicine, the

We print this morning a series of communica- 
tions on the subject of an article which appears 
in this paper touching the recent supersedeas 
in the Rafferty case.

There is a law of 
the State which provides that All exceptions 
which go merely to the form of an indictment 
shall be made before trial, and no motion in ar- 
rest of judgment or writ of error shall be eus- 
tained for any matter not affecting the real 
merits of the offense charged in the in- 
dictment.” I appears from the last trial that 
two officers, each having a warrant for the 
arrest of parties named therein, while engaged 
in looking for the persons, aceidentally met, and 
the search was then continuedin company. En- 
tering a saloon, Officer Scanlon, who had a war- 
rant for Rafferty, recognized his man; Officer 
O’Meara not finding the person he was looking 
for, and having nothing to do with Rafferty, re- 
mained at the door. Rafferty, in escaping from 
Seanlon, shot O'Meara, and now it is discovered 
that, because the warrant upon which Scanion 
was undertaking to make an arrest was illegal, 
the killing of O’Meara, who was not executing 
that warrant nor participating in the arrest, 
was not murder, but manslaughter. The jury 
decided it was murder, and this verdict has been 


arrested by the writ of error.

THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 

The Illinois Legislature meets at Springfield 
in an adjourned session next Tuesday, having 
taken a “recess” of just eight months. There 
is only one thing for this Legislature to do, and 
that isto adjourn. This is practicallya new 
session, abd, 98, such, is opposed to the letter 
and the spirit of the Constitution of Illinois. 
The Constitution says that The sessions of the 
General Assembly shall commence at 12 o'clock, 
neon, on the Wednesday next after the first 
Monday in January, in the year next ensting 
the election of members thereof, and at no other 
time, unless as provided by this Constitution.” 
The only provision which authorizes any depar- 
ture from this rule is that which authorizes the 
Governor to call extraordinary sessions, and 
that which says that Neither House shall, with- 
‘out the consent of the other, adjournfor more 
than two days.” It was manifestly the purpose 
of this séction to restrain the Legislature 
from prolonged recesses, and not to afford it 
an opportauity to evade the preceding section, 
which intended that there should be only a bien- 
nial, and not an annual. session. A legislative 
“ recess of eight months isa sheer absurdity. 
The reassembling of the Legislature next Tues- 
day is really a second session, which is pronibit- 
ed by the Constitution, when it provides that the 
Legislature shall meet at no other time than the 
date stipulated in the Constitution. 

The firet Legisiature elected after the adop- 
tion of the new Constitution violated this wise 
provision, under the plea that it was necessary 
to take time to pass general laws to take the place 
of special legislation which had been prohibited. 
There was some reason in this, but the present 
Legislature seized upon the act of the former 
one and made a precedent ef it, without having 
the same reason for holding the second session. 
If this practice is tolerated, we shall henceforth 
and forever have an anuual session, in viola- 
tion of the Constitution, to tne great cost of tax- 
| payers, and the serious detriment of the public 
interests.

The 
tax of 1878 will be largely less than the expend- 
iture authorized, and hence there will be 
another addition to the already existing defi- 
ciency. What is wanted is s Mayor and 
fifteen Aldermen who will have the cour 


Council shall load down with jobs and schemes 
for the mere purpose of dividing public money. 
If we cannot have a rational and an honest 
Common Council, let us hope that we can have 
a Mayor and a minority of the Council who will 
dare to maintain the public interests, be the con- 
sequences what they may. That is the only 
defense the public bave against the irresponsi- 
bility of the Common Council, and it strikes us 
that itis for this purpose, and that he may 
defend the city, that the Mayor is given the veto 
power. Let him use that power freely whenever 
he can do so, to prevent the city living beyond 
its income and becoming a constant borrower of 
money to pay the interest on its previous loans.

BUTLER ON SPECIE PAYMENTS. 
Mr. Benjamin Butler is a statesman of the 
present day. He has something to say upon all 
questions, and especially upon financial ques- 
tions. He was recently conspicuous in support- 
ing the suggestion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury that taxes be imcreased. In the 
course of debate he thus referred to specie pay- 
ments: 
I want our currency made as good as specie, but 
any ides of substituting specie payment for it is a de- 
lusion and a snare, There never was specie payment 
im any country, and there never will be, because, 
under any system of banking that was ever had or 
proposed, whenever specie to the amount of $5,000,000 
was called for, the banks shut down, 
The reader will observe that Mr. Butler wants 
the currency made as good as specie, but he 
does not want to return to specie payments. If 
be will only make the currency as good as 
specie, that is all that the most sanguine advo- 
cate of specie payments has ever asked. There 
may be those who will fail to see any difference 
between a return to specie payments and mak- 
ing the currency as good as specie. Mr. Butler 
thinks the former a mischievous dogma, while 
he thinks the latter very advisable. Neverthe- 
less, as soon as he makes the currency as good 
as specie, we promise he will hear no more 
grumbling from the advocates of specie pay- 
ments. That the banks have hitherto failed 
when there was an extraordinary demand for 
specie redemption proves nothing more than 
that once in twenty years we got into as bad a 
position as we are now all the time.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS IN ENGLAND. 
England is not far behind the United States, 
if at all, in the number and disaster of its rail- 
road “‘ accidents.” During the month of No- 
vember there were more than thirty-eight rail- 
way disasters, or an average of more than one 
a day, im that country. Twenty-seven of these 
were colligions, which are at once the most dan- 
gerous and most inexcusable of all. In these 
“accidents” three persons were killed, five 
others were fatally wounded, 120 others were 
seriously injured, and as many more were 
bruised or disfigured. In every one of these 
cases the injuries were inflicted under circum- 
stances over which the injured persons had no 
control. The frequency of these disasters is 
so great that it has been proposed to bring 
them under the immediate jurisdiction of the 
Railroad Commissioners, With a view to offsetting 
to some extent the cost and delay of litigation 
in suits for damages, and as a greater check on 
the reckiessness of the railway companies, It 
is the practice of railway companies in England, 
as well as m this country, to employ the best 
legal talent to be had, and to avail themselves 
of every facility that money, energy, and talent 
can command to resist judgment for damages. 
The result of this is that, in a large proportion 
of the cases of injury, the victims have not the 
means to prosecute as vigoroualy as the railroad 
companies defend, and it is felt that a more uni- 
form practice of making the railroads pay for 
the injuries they inflict would decrease the 
number of disasters. To this end, also, s 
movement is on foot to establish a Railway 
Passengers’ Protection Society, modéled after 
a Trade Protection Society already in existence 
in London. The smaller tradespeople, having 
found by experience that they had a number of 
bad debts which were individually too small an 
amount to warrant litigation, banded together 
for mutual protection in this respect. By con- 
tributing a small sum annually, they maintain a 
common fund out ofywhieh regular solicitors 
are retained to prosecute such claims as mem- 
bers of the Association place in their hands. 
This Society has been very successful in the ob- 
ject of its organization, and it is now believed 
that travelers could form a similar association, 
which would not only help those who are actual- 
ly injured to recover damages, but also diminish 
the number of railway disasters by making the 
railroade more cautious. If such an association 
shall be formed, its influence will be looked for 
with interest in this country. If successful, s 
similar association might be started here. The 
Cheap Transportation Society, of New York, 
formed on the same plan, is doing good work in 
securing rebates on excessive freight charges. 
Commercial travelers and others who are ex- 
posed freq to the risk of railway mis- 
management would gladly avail themselves of 
such protection, if it should prove to be of real 
value.

The corner-stone of the Washington Monu- 
ment was laid, with impressive ceremony, nearly 
a quarter of a century ago, and, for some time 
after, the popular contributions were large and 
numerous.
